A cablegram from Berlin says: The 


Minister of War has ordered the Baltic 
forts'to be extended and strengthened 
at once and has directed the construc- 
tion of earthworks ahd'batteriss to pro- 
tect the harbor of Memel, at the north 
end of Curschehoff, near the extremity, 
of the German Empire; the erection of 
strong earthworks to' defend the harbor 
of Pillau at the entrance of Trisohehoff, 
and the extension and completion of 
fortifications in Northern Prussia, es- 
pecially those at Posen, are ordered. 
An explanation of this action of the 
German military authorities may be 
found in the repeated warnings received 
from the Russian Embassy at St. Pe- 
tersburg, ns well as from unofficial 
sources, reporting the rapid growth of 
the warlike policy in Russia.

cent heavy concentration of troops on 
the Russian frontier causes serious ap- 
prehension here and at Vienna, as it is 
believed to foreshadow a design on the 
part of Russia to embark in some new 
adventure.

In the Supreme Court of the United 


States a motion was submitted on Mon- 
day to advance on the calendar the case 
of the county of San Mateo, California, 
against the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company. This was an action brought 
for the recovery of taxes assessed upon 
that part of value of the defendant's 
railroad which was apportioned to San 
Mateo county, in the fiscal year 1881-82 
by the State Board of Equalization. 
It 


is a test case, and the decision of this 
Court therein will directly affect forty- 
six pending suits in California, involv- 
ing taxes to the amount of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars and will be of 
importance to every corporation other 
than municipal in the entire State. 
Senator Edmunds, of counsel, said to 
the Court with references to the motion 
to advance, that they would not bo ready 
to argue the case before the second 
Tuesday in March, and that he would 
not like to have it assigned for that 
day.
